war flotir on January 28. 

This ‘is. another.’ commonsense 
move on. the ‘part of. the Union 


government. to increase Canada’s 
exportable surplus of wheat, in or- 
der that ‘the present alarming 
shotage ovérseas may be over- 
come. 


This order will mean the manu- 


|facture of a ‘straight grade. flour 


for all’ purposes, instead of four 
grades as ‘at present. There will 
be no more “fancy patents,” first 
or secohd patents or the more 
commonly used “strong bakers?” 
The new flour awill consist of one 
barrel fom 265 pounds of wheat 
This rule means a saving of 35 
pounds of wheat in each “barrel 
as the old ‘standards consumed 
300. pounds per barrel. 

Tt was only a few weeks ago 
that a Dominion government 
agent was in Edmonton, during |i 
a tour of the west, to confer with 
the millers' and bakers as'to what 
flour would be. most suitable to 
their uses, In Edmonton the quest 
ion of substitutes was discussed 
very fully at the conference, and 
it was the general opinion that 
the cost of this would raise the 
price of the ultimate product to 


not give: as spongehing a flour, 
and would on the whole be a 
detriment to the country. Hence 
€ decision t6 make a straight 
war standard flour from wheat 
alone, which shall be used not 
only by the commercial baker, 
but by householders as well: 

The loaf, says an Edmonton 
baker, will be as good a bread as 
has ever been served to the pub- 
lic, so far as nourishment is con- 
cerned; better in fact. But the 
appearance hitherto demanded by 
the public, will not ‘be so white 
as the new standard flour will pro- 
duce a bread of a somewhat dark- 
er hue. 

One point of the new order is 
that the individuality of the mill 
is entirely eliminated. From some 
parts of the country there were 
heard complaints from the millers 
who were making popular brands 
of “patents” that they ‘would suff- 
er, as the business they had built 
up over a period of years would 
be put on the same footing as 
that of other mills. The represent- 
atives of the controller stated that 
Mr. Hanna did not care whose 
ox was gored, that the move was 
one for the benefit of the country 
as a whole; either there was to 
be a straight standard of wheat 
flour or substitutes. The object of 
the investigation was to see what 
would be the most acceptable to 
all parties concerned, the millers, 
the bakers, and the consuming

The~necessity for close co-opera- 
tion between all the English-speak- 
ing peoples and also the moral and 
tational: justification of such a com- 
bination, are recognized by all who 
have devoted serious thonight to the 
problems of the future. and are_will- 
ig to’ face the world ag it really is. 
In. Germany, and also in Japan,-such 
an_association is widely considered to 
be inevitable. But the question © still 
remains what, if any, outward form 
shall this essential. co-operation: take. 
As‘ the Germans deny the reality of 
the ‘world conimunity and base their 
policy upon. the ‘assumption of an 
inherent antagonism between juxta- 
posed states, they cannot conceive of 
this future relation as other than an 
offensive and—defensive alliance of 
the older type with its aggressive and 
selfish purposes. .To them the pro- 
ject is merely the expression of self- 
regarding,’ but entirely justifiable, 
nationalism of _a world-wide group 
of closely related states. But an as- 
sociation ‘of this character, an alli- 
ance of governments,. would mark no 
real advance to a better international 
future, Unless it were an alliance of 
peoples based upon their common 
ideals as wéll as upon the common 
needs, it would be an ephemeral ar- 
rangement, portnnately the spiritual 
foundations ‘exist. As Viscount Grey 
has expressed it: “The more closely 
the two peoples come into contact, 
the better they get to know each oth- 
er, the more I believe it will be ap- 
Parent to each not, only that they 
apeak the- same language, but 
they use it to méan the same things 
that they both have the same idea of 
freedom and liberty, and desire the 
same sort of world in which to live.” 
A’ popular democratic alliance based 
upon such like-mindedness points the 
road: to new types of political-.asso- 
ciation’ which~- will 
unite under a common law different 
nations and states.

| Health and -Happiness for 
Them 


The war has made terrible inroads 
on ‘the next generation in France.

cent of her population. The ed 
Cross. has sent three groups of spec- 

ts and nutses to France to en- 
gage in educational and hygienic 
work throughout the country to help 
mor- 
tality. 

e children who wete born just 
before the war in the devastated dis- 
tricts have lived through suth fright- 
ful experiences as to rob them of 
anything approaching normial growth 
and development. t is marvelous 
that they survive at all. To take 
these children from the peril of 


bombs and gas and unnumbered hor- 


rors; to keep them in bodily safety 
und devoted and intelligent care 
untif they can be sent back to their 
homes or relatives, is the purpose of 
the Red Cross children’s work. For 
this purpose: ecve: centres have 
been established behind the lines, , At 
one such centre six hundred child- 
ren were gathered together from vil- 
lagea which had been bombarded. 
ey. are now housed in a comfort- 
able Red Cross barracks, provided-by 
the French government, under the 
care of an American specialist and 
American Red Cross nurses. ; 
From another centre of children’s 
work a travelling dispensary mount- 
ed on a small motor truck is makin 
the circuit of the surrounding  vil- 
lages. The shower bath which this 
motor truck carries gives many of 
these youngsters the first bath they 
have had for many months. The Red 
Cross is caring too, for children. who 
have been exposed to tuberculosis 
and for the children, often sick and 
‘miserable, who come back to France 
‘with the repatriated prisoners from 
hind the German lines after 
undernourishment. and _ neg! 
These childcen, after all, need only 
a little good feeding and a little skill- 
ful care to become well and hearty 
again.
